cotton issued at noon today shows a de- 
crease in ncrcago planted of 14.8 as com- 
pared with last year. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 26.—Assistant 


Secretary Hays today made the follow- 
ing report to Secretary Wilson on the 
acreage of cotton in the southern states 
in 1905 as compared with that planted 
in 1004: 


Tho crop estimating board of tho de- 


partment of agriculture has considered 
the report issued by the bureau of sta- 
tistics on June 2, relative to the acreage 
plajited in cotton in the southern states 
in 1905 as compared with that planted 
in 1004, and has concluded: 


First—that a new estimate should be 


made on acreage planted and that the 
figures in Mr. Hyde's hands when mak- 
ing his estimate should be used as the 
basis. 


Second—That Mr. Hyde with 
Mr. 


Holmes at his elbow prompting him, 
made the estimate lower than the facts 
at his hand from the reports from the 
seven classes of reporters employed by 
the bureau wajTRuted. 


Third—The board finds, on careful con- 


sideration of the report* of all classes of 
correspondents and agents that the acre- 
age planted in cotton this year, includ- 
ing the entire season, should have been 
estimated at 85.1 per cent of that plant- 
ed last year, equivalent to a reduction in 
planted acreage as compared with last 
year of 14.fl per cent (instead of 11.4 per 
cent) or 4,731,000 acres—the estimate of 
the total acreage planted this year being 
28,900,000 acres. 


Tho estimated percentage of the de- 


crease in each of the cotton growing 
states is as follows: Virginia. 18, North 
Carolina, 16, South Carolina 14, Georgia 
14, Florida. 12, Alabama 11, Mississippi 
18, Louisiana 17, Texas 1(3, Arkansas 19, 
Tennessee 13, Missouri 15, Oklahoma 15, 
Indian Territory 11. 


The averages were made for each gtate 


by each of the four members of the 
board, and the comparatively small dis- 
agreements 
were

NEW ORLEANS, La., July 20.—Two 


additional deaths from yellow fever were 
reported to the city board of health to- 
day, making thirty-six in oil since July 
13. No reports of new coses were re- 
ceived. The city board bus decided to 
make one daily report to the state 
board, in the evening, of cases and 
deaths. 


The reports of cases to dote made to 


the city board indicate a. slow spread of 
the fever. There are now fourteen foci, 
one of them at Bunkeye in North Louis- 
iana, of an Italian escaped 
from 
the 


French market section. • His' case was 
fo-tal. There are three foci above Canal 
street and one in Algeries. These capes 
have all been directly traced 
to the 


French market vicinity and up to this 
morning there were no reports of cases 
traceable to the outlying section. 


The bulk of the 36 deaths have been 


in the French market section. The «ani- 
fary conditions there have been very 
bad and large families of Italians have 
been found crowded into very small 
spaces. In one instance 27 'people were 
found living in three rooms. Th« con^ 
geeted conditions in this neighborhood 
were responsible for the rapid develop- 
ment of the fever. In every instance of 
a 
new foci outside this dictriot the 


health officers have applied the methods 
that were successful in Cuba nnd the 
fact that cases are not spreading to sur- 
rounding houses, encourages the belief 
that screening and destruction of the 
stegomyia will greatly restrict the dis- 
ease. In 1878 when there was' a fierce 
epidemic here and old methods of treat- 
ment whole neighborhoods became al- 
most instantly affected. 


There has been no serious effect on 


business here owing to the fact that 
none of the surrounding states has tak- 
en steps to prohibit the movement of 
freight. There wae a report thnt Flori- 
da, would put on a. commercial quaran- 
tine, but it has not been confirmed. The 
marine hospital service has rented of- 
fices in one of the prominent office build- 
ings and Surgeon White will control the 
detention camps and the work of his ser- 
vice in the city therefrom. 


The British steamer Anselm has arriv- 


ed here four days out from Belise whence 
the fever is thought to have first coiue 
into New Orleans. Her arrival will 
probably put into immediate effect the 
rules for increased detention of ships 
from infected ports of which there are a 
number on the way.

The pay 
of the office, not the principles of a pnrty

HOW THH COMSAT RAGES. 


News from Kansas does not indicate 


any early successes of tho state in its 
combat with the forces of Standard Oil. 
The proposed state oil refinery is knock- 
ed out by the supreme court and the 
proposed making the oil pipe lines net ns 
public 
carriers yet 
in 
the 
proposed 


line, where it 
will 
likely stay. The. 


Standard is still in the business of buy- 
ing oil and controls just as it ever did 
the making of the prices for the oil pro- 
ducers, for a dispatch snid a few days 
ago that prices of tho crude oil had again 
been cut down with the highest grade of 
Kansas oil bringing but hnlf « dollar a 
barrel. 


However the war rages over the values 


of oil refined and oil in the tnnk, or at 
the well, it i? not forgotten the prices to 
tho consumer remnin unchnnged through 
long periods of time. The powerful oil 
monopoly absolutely controls tho price 
which it will pay the producer and JIB 
absolutely controls the price consumers 
must pay. But to relieve the situation 
and as one of the gayeties of the spring 
and early season, it is to be remembered 
Commissioner Garfield started to investi- 
gate into the oil industry of the middle 
west and the Pacific const, nnd 
from 


time to time has flonted in items to the 
effect that agents of the Garfield inquiry 
department were busy. 
From this in- 


vestigation if nny official report is made, 
may possibly be lenrned that the Stan- 
dard does not make the enormous profit 
credited to it, and some mistake in figur- 
ing out how the dividends nre applied, 
must be made. Still Commissioner Gar- 
field may surprise people who have not 
yet, recovered from the rending of his re- 
port on the meat trust, a report showing 
the slim profits made in the meat pack- 
ing business. He mny bn right though. 
and the trusts slim profits only the re- 
sult of the skillful application of com- 
bining results nnd of utilizing nil but the 
squeal. 


As nnent the Gnrlleld investigation it 


may be noticed that n late dispatch an- 
nounced the purchase by the Standard of 
the last important Independent Oil and 
Transportation company in 
California, 


the sale heing made to its allied interests, 
the Associated Oil company 
and 
the 


Southern Pacific rond. This sny= a local 
paper plnees the oil interests of the coast 
under control of the Standard in its en- 
tirety.

Her death was due to alcoholism.

Charlotte Hoyt at the time of her 


death was only 35 years of age. Sbo 
had wedded two millionaires and had 
traveled the pace that kills. She was 
beautiful and cultured and surrounded 


of age, she married him. Fie lavished 
on his young wife all the pleasures and 
advantages that love and -wealth could 
bring. With her, he made several trips 
abroad, and at Paris she was educated 
in the French language and pursued 
other studies, becoming, in fact, a high- 
ly cultured woman. 


During one of ber visits In Europe 


she met Reuben M. Hoyt, of Now York, 
a wealthy young manufacturer of per-. 


fumerle*. He became infatuated "' 
her beauty and, clandestinely, they wera 
much together. Young Hoyt soon won, 
from Stetthelmer the affections of the 
wife upon -whom he had lavished so 
much wealth.. Scandal followed the 
reeult of their love for each other, and 
it ended In Stetthelmer securing a di- 
vorce, he settling upon his dlvorcexl 
wife a rich alimony. In New York, on 
November 30, 1891, she was married to 
Hoyt. His wedding gift was the title 
in fee simple to a large part of his land- 
ed estate of millions. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt lived together for 


eight years; but a blight came upon 
their happiness, and disgrace to him, 
when his wife's- love for Intoxicating 
liquors and drugs became so strong that 
It made her a slave to them. Ke then, 
left her and sued for divorce, alleging 
infidelity. -In the parting he settled on 
her a mansion home In New York and 
stocks, bonds and money, her posses- 
sions at that time, it is said, being over 
1200,000. 


In the fall of 1901, abandoned by her 


hutvband, Mrs. Hoyt came to Tiffin and 
purchased the Maples, worth |50,000, 
for hsr home, in the most aristocratic 
suburban part of the city. 
On it she 


placed many Improvements and gath- 
ered around her many servants. Her 
stables contained a $2,000 team of 
horses. One of her manias was her lovo 
for cats and dogs. She had many of 
them, one of the witnesses in the con- 
tested will case saying: "There was a 
cat up every tree on the premises." Her 
dogs wore allowed to eat at the tabla 
with her, and If any of them gofslck, 
a regularly licensed physician was sum- 
moned to attend it. In one instance she 
summoned i specialist from New York 
to attend to a favorite poodle. The dog 
died and the doctor got a $500 fee and 
his expenses. It was burled In the burial 
lot at The Maples and the grave waa 
ever kept green. 


In her girlhood days, as Catherine 


Guss, she had 
a. slight acquaintance 


with Judge Bunn, then a young lawyer, 
now 50 years of aga and a widower. This 
acquaintance led her to employ him a* 
her legal adviser In the managemenc 
of her affairs and the divorce proceed- 
ings with h«r husband, yet pending In 
the courts. Their renewed acquaintance 
rapidly ripened Into love, and tftey wer« 
engaged to be married as soon fts th« 
divorce from her husband, JReubeB M. 
Hoyt, was granted In the courts. They 
were constantly together, and, with her, 
he took several trips from Tiffin to New 
York to attend to her property affairs, 
and, as her 
affianced 
husband, 
she 


turned over to him much of ber personal 
property, consisting of stocks, bonds, 
etc., and also made a will bequeathing 
him almost her entire estate, only small 
legacies being "eft to her sister, Mrs. 
Hill, and her stepbrothers, Frank and 
Rufus Guss. 


During the winter of 1903 Mrs. Hoyt 


was taken seriously ill with pneumonia 
and her death soon followed. Imme- 
diately after Judge Bunn had the will 
probated, the sister and the stepbrsth- 


I ers brought proceedings to have it set 


aside, alleging undue Influence and the 
mental Inability of the testatrix to maka 
a will. Many important depositions 
were to be taken in different parts of 
the country, and for this and other rea- 
sons the trial of the case did not tak« 
place until last June. The verdict of 
the jury was rendered about the middi« 
of July. 


The reasons of Mrs. Hoyt, as shown 


In the evidence, for practically disin- 
heriting her sister and stepbrothers and 
other relatives were that until she came 
Into possession of her wealth they had 
not been on friendly terms. 
In girl- 


hood, the sister, Mrs. Hill, and the 
brothers had opposed her in a lova 
match. This led to a bitter estrange- 
ment, and the angered girl left home. 
When wealth came to her. however, Mrs. 
Hoyt* bitterness of the years before 
lessened and she often 
remembered 


thsmwlth expensive gifts and largesums 
of money, but blood relationship with 
her was not stronger tban the love for 
her lover, and she left him almost her 
entire estate. 


Since the death of Mrs. Hoyt Judge 


Bunn has made "The Maples" bis home. 
It Is but one of the handsome pieces of 
property of which he becomes the pos- 
sessor. As legatee he also owns a brown 
etone mansion on Eighty-eighth street. 
New York, worth J50.000. a residence at 
Yonkers. N. Y., valued at $60.000 and 
property elsewhere. He Is of the mould 
to care for and enjoy his added wealth. 
H« has been a great traveler and is cul- 
tured. Ho has been twice through Eu- 
rope. All of his life since boyhood has 
been spent at Tiffin. He Is a good law- 
yer with a good practice, and, while not 
wealthy beforfh. has always been "well 
fixed." His title as "Judge" came to him 
by reason of having served four years 
i« probate judge of this county. He Is 
prominent in politics, and, because of 
his pleasant social ways, has always 
been popular.

Bolt on Barbed Wire Kills Cattle. 
Kansas City, Mo.—During a

thunderstorm In Brown county a bunch 
of cattle on Asa Hull's farm backed up 
against a barbed wire feuce for protec- 
tion.

The 
wages offered were from .$2 to S3 per 
day. According to the call being sent 
from that country for help, the wheat 
crop is very Inrgc and there will be work 
for the hands for weeks to come. 


A MODEL COLONY EXPERIMENT 
The island of Anticosti, at the mouth 


of the St. Lawrence river, was bought 
by M. Menier, Hie well-known 
manu- 


facturer of chocolate, less than a decade 
ago, for .$123,000. In his new possession 
he began work in a most systematic man- 
ner. First a number of men were estab- 
lished at English Bay, or to call it, by its 
new name, llai St. Claire, the capital of 
the island, and an entirely new town was 
erected on the site of tho old shanty 
village. A church, school house, govern- 
ment house, hospital, stores and a num- 
ber of residences were built. Within a 
few years more than $2,000,000 were ex- 
ponded. It is an important part of M. 
Menicr's experiment to surround himself 
with thoroughly competent 
men. The 


plan of administration includes a gov- 
ernor, vice-governor, a chief of 
public 


works, who supervises all road building, 
the construction of docks, erecting of 
houses, and all that pertains to such a 
department, a chief of agriculture, a 
chief of fisheries, a surgoon-in-chief, who 
has charge of the sanitary arrangements, 
and a chief of marine service who super- 
intends the gro^nng commercial fleet at- 
tached to tho administration. 
The use 


of alcohol, spirits mid fermented drinks 
is prohibited on the- island. The posses- 
sion or retention of firearms is forbid- 
den, except in particular cases, when a 
permit mfly be issued by the governor. 
It. is forbidden to take fish in the rivers, 
lakes ajid ponds of the 
island. 
The 


right of sea fishing and the hunting of 
seal? by tho inhabitants is reserved and 
regulated by n code which is framed to 
insure the preservation of fish and ani- 
mals. The appropriation of any wreck- 
age or, in general, of aiw nnitnal, which 
may be stranded on the shores of the 
island is forbidden, and except in the 
case of the shipwreck or damage to a 
vessel, no craft, shall load or unload cargo 
except by permission of the administra- 
tion. All discoveries of minerals must ho 
immediately reported, and the outbreak 
of any contagious diseases must bo re- 
ported. All residents of the island upon 
arrival 
must 
submit to 
vaccination, 


which is reported yearly.—Henry Harri- 
son Lewis in The World Today.

GUARD ITALIANS 


Italian Societies Sow Lending Aid and 


Have Reported Several Cases— 


Railroads Evade City With 


Through Truffle. 


KEW ORLEANS, July 27.—No report 


of additional new cases or deaths from 
yellow fever was made, public by the city 
board of health in the early hours of the 
dny. There was an official report of a 
number of new cases today, however. Of- 
ficial report was made today of twelve 
new casees and six deaths occurring in 
the preceding twenty-four hours. Of the 
twelve new cases, nine are Italians. The 
principal infection is still in the vicinity 
of the French market. 


XEW ORLEANS, Liu. July 27.—As a 


result of tho decision of the state board 
of health to make the six day detention 
immediately effective, four 
fruit ships 


bound to New Orleans have been order- 
ed to Mobile which is understood to be 
willing to receive them. 


One case of yellow fever has appeared 


at a cannery, five miles from Fort St. 
Philip, sixty miles below the city. It is 
that of an Italian woman who escaped 
from the French market district. Lieut. 
Col. Maus, United States army, has re- 
turned from the post. There is no pres- 
ent intention to move the garrison. Dr. 
K. T. Ames is also stationed at Jackson 
barracks. 
Tliere is no fever at the post. 


Italian societies arc taking a hand 


with priests of their nationality, with a 
view to aiding the authorities. The only 
serious alarm here 1ms been amoiipr the 
Italians. Many of them living in the 
French market section were ignorant and 
superstitious and when the fever began 
to ripen, they became frightened and 
those now down with it fled to friends in 
other sections of the city and to the sur- 
rounding country. That is why the foci 
has 
been distributed. There 
is 
still 


alarm among them and the Italian socie- 
ties and priests will try 
to 
reassure 


them, interest them in sanitation and 
pledge them to promptly report cases of 
illness among them. Several 
cases of 


concealed fever have been reported by 
the societies. Formerly in yellow fever 
epidemics here, houses containing cases 
have been flagged. It is not yet decid- 
ed to Hag cases this year. Arbitrary re- 
strictions against attendance at funerals 
have also been manifested in the belief 
that only the mosquito cnu transit the 
disease. 


The publication of deaths and cases 


has not been made, but the reports are 
open to inspection and the health offi- 
cials are mapping all foci and promptly 
screening them. 


To enable passengers from the cast to 


proceed westward without annoyance or 
difficulty via New Orleans, the Southern 
Pacific is now operating its train from 
the Esplanade ferry lauding where direct 
connection is made with the Louisville 
and Nashville trains without 
transfer 


through the city as heretofore.

COMING ECLIPSES 


Ecllploof tho San May be Seen Early on 


tho Morning of August 30th. 


Wisconsin people who wish to catch a 


glimjjse of this year's eclipse of the sun 
will be compelled to do more than pro- 
vide themselves with smoked glasses,-for 
by the decree of the heavens those who 
linger in bed many minutes after sunrise 
will receive no intimation of the fact 
that the sun has just emerged from a 
shadow and that over in Algiers scien- 
tific 
parties 
from many parts of the 


world are gathered to make observations 
on the total 'eclipse. This eclipse of the 
sun, which occurs August 30, will be only 
partially visible here from sunrise 
at 


5:14 o'clock until 0:3S, when it complete- 
ly emerges frqm the shadow. 


The partial eclipse of the moon on the 


night of August 14 will be visible for 
over two hours, from 8:47 o'clock until 
10:51. Tho moon eclipse will be visible 
generally throughout the whole of of 
Xorth and South America and the At- 
lantic ocean, and in parts-of Europe, Af- 
rica and the Pacific ocean, while 
the 


eclipse of the sun, sixteen 
days later, 


will be visible to Europe, the north At- 
lantic ocean, the 
eastern 
portion of 


North America, the western part of Asia 
and the northern half of Africa. 


The moon will be at its full diameter 


on the night of August 14, and the mag- 
nitude of the eclipse will be 0.202. The. 
first contact of the. shadow mil be 46 
degrees from the moon's limb toward the 
cast. In Milwaukee the moon will enter 
the shadow at S:47 o'clock, reach the 
middle at fl:49, and leave the shadow at 
10:;51. At La Crosse tho three periods 
are 8:34. 0:30 and 10:38; at Superior, 
8:31. !):33 nnd 10:3.>; and at Jancsville, 
K:43, 0:45 and 10:47. 


Wisconsin people will only see the end 


of the total eclipse of the sun, as it will 
be almost free of the shadow before sun- 
rise. At Milwaukee the shadow will be 
noticeable until 
0:38 
o'clock, at La 


Crosse until C:25, at Superior until C:2(i, 
and at JanoM'ille until 0:33. At Chicago 
and St. Paul it will reach the middle of 
the shadow a't sunrise.

AMALGAMATION LEADS 


TO CORRUPTION 


Publicity the Cure-Men Guard Their 


Reputation—Money the Great 


Trouble Maker in tuo 


Business World. 


XEW 
YORK, 
July 
27—Cardinal 


James Gibbons who is spending the sum- 
mer at Southampton, Long Island, guvo 
an interview yesterday on the subject of 
corruption in business and public life, 
which lie declares, must bo cured by pub- 
licity through the press. "Corporation 
corruption is a, fixed evil that we must 
reckon with just as long as tho present 
condition of society exists in this couiv 
try," 
said 
the 
cardinal. "Whenever 


there is an amalgamation of great cap. 
ital or a. large collection of men inter- 
ested in one money making concern 
there is sure to be corruption. It is not 
a new story. It is a story as old as the 
world's history. The only reason that 
it comes 90 much to the fore at present 
is that the method;! of its detection arc 
daily growing stronger. 


"Corruption has always existed and 1 


am much afraid will exist as long as hu- 
man nature yields to tho attributes that 
lead to temptation. 


"The bright spot is the fact that the 


degradation 
is made 
known. Corrup- 


tion cannot exist nowadays without be 
ing 
discovered 
after 
a 
while. The 


greater the evil the greater the possibil- 
ity of remedy. And that possibility of 
remedj' has now become such an assured 
fact that it counterbalances, almost, the 
evil which the present condition of mon 
ey madness creates. . 


"The fear, the dread of exposure is the 


counterbalancing element and that fear 
that dread, that 
horror of having a 


name once respected dragged down is due 
to the efforts of the metropolitan press. 


"It may not be good theology, it may 


not be good ethics, but it was certainly 
very good common sense, and a very 
good moral element that the fear, the 
dread of exposure in the public pros 
keeps many a. man sticking close to the 
pat.il of rectitude who otherwise would 
stray off into the byways of personal 
graft. 


"There is nothing," the cardinal con 


tinued, "which a man prizes more tlwm 
his reputation, and the only way to ef- 
fectually upset a man's reputation is to 
expose 
him in the public press. The 


power of the press is incalculable. Some- 
times it happens that the defect is shown 
in an exaggerated form, but, as n ruic 
the public exposures of public men are 
public benefactions. 


"The shattering of idols, popular idols, 


1ms of late become a thing of almost 
daily occurrence. It is a sad thing to 
contemplate, but it is an inevitable con- 
dition. 


"The great trouble maker to this 


country is money. Americans are not 
misers, thank God. Otherwise we would 
be in a most deplorable condition. When 
great fortunes arc made, they are almost 
as rapidly expended, and the constant 
circulation of money, the keeping going 
of these groat accumulations of wealth, 
is one of the hopeful signs of the future. 


"In the United States it. is not the 


love of money. It is money itself that 
is the root of nil evil. The fnot of pos- 
sessing money and having the opportun- 
itv to spend it brings with it untold in- 
clinations towards unmoral and unlaw- 
ful extravagance."

,hat Japan would demand the neutrali- 
zation of Vladivostok, is lessened. In 
:act it is learned that not only is this 
.ikely to constitute one of Japan's de- 
nands, but it will be acompanied by a 
,tartling counter proposal. In effect ac- 
cording to a seemingly well informed 
source, Japan will propose in return for 
the neutralization of this lost Russian 
port on the Pacific not to fortify Port 
Arthur. Should this information prove 
correct it will entirely change the view 
which has prevailed in official circles that 
the question of Vladivostok's neutraliza- 
tion could not reasonably'be made a part 
of Japan's peace price. It is pointed out 
that while the war has demonstrated 
that Port Arthur was a military blun- 
der, nevertheless this great fortification 
constitutes a tremendous political influ- 
ence in the far eastern question and its 
abandonment as a stronghold is a con- 
cession of such magnitude that it is not 
felt Russia can refuse to meet it. 


On the other hand, Japan's sacrifice 


would not be as great as seems at first 
glance, because the fortification of the 
straits of Korea would offset the loss of 
Port Arthur as a strategic point. It is 
believed here that the question of Vlad- 
ivostok will prove to be one of the most 
difficult which the conference will face, 
as Russia has not concealed her disin- 
clination to permit it to enter into the 
negotiations. In this connection an in- 
teresting story is current in diplomatic 
circles regarding the selection of ^ Baron 
Komura as Japan's chief plenipoten- 
tiary. According to' this story, Japan 
had hardly less trouble than did Russia 
in finding an official willing to undertake 
this delicate mission. Baron 
Komura 


was finally induced to accept it with tho 
stipulation that before the conference 
assembled the following things should be 
done: 


First, the flotation of a new loan in 


order that Japan should be prepared to 
continue the war in the event the effort 
for peace failed; second, the occupation 
of the island of Sakhalin; third, an ad- 
vance against Vladivostok; and last, 
that Oyama should strike a decisive blow 
at the Russian army in Manchuria.

WASHINGTON, July 27—Some doubt 


is expressed in official circles whether it 
will be possible to obtain China's consent 
to another treaty with the United States 
providing for even the exclusion of Chi- 
nese laborers from this country. 
The 


state department is aware of ill feeling 
throughout China on the whole subject 
and now that the immigration treaty 
with China has been allowed to lapse 
without the negotiation of a now agree- 
ment, reports have reached here that 
China is inclined hereafter to refuse to 
sign any similar convention. China's po- 
sition appears to be that the exclusion 
of Chinese citizens from a friendly conn- 
try is in itself a disgrace and while she 
cannot ignore the 
laws of a foreign 


power providing for such exclusion, she 
can refuse to sanction it or become part 
of it by concluding a treaty involving 
such restrictions. A year ago, it is said, 
it would have been easy to conduct nego- 
tiations with China for the exclusion of 
Chinese laborers only. Now, however, it 
is understood the Chinese officials are 
disposed to regard the signing of such a 
treaty beneath the dignity of their gov- 
ernment. 
The reason lor the assump- 


tion at Pekin of this new attitude is not 
quite clear to the officials here, though 
in some circles it is attributed to the in- 
fluence of foreign powers.

In 1878 when there was' a fierce 
epidemic here and old methods of treat- 
ment whole neighborhoods became al- 
most instantly affected. 


There has been no serious effect on 


business here owing to the fact that 
none of the surrounding states has tak- 
en steps to prohibit the movement of 
freight. There was a report that Flori- 
da, would put on a commercial quaran- 
tine, but it has not been confirmed. The 
marine hospital service has rented of- 
fices in one of the prominent office build- 
ings and Surgeon White will control the 
detention camps and the work of his ser- 
vice in the city therefrom.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, July 23.—The 


special committee appointed by the Riks- 
dag to deal with the crisis which created 
the revolution in Norway today deliver- 
ed its report. The committee declares 
unanimously the government bill cannot 
be adopted in the form in which it was 
presented to the Riksdag and proposes 
that the Riksdag shall signify its willing- 
ness to negotiate with Norway for a dis- 
solution of the union if the newly elected 
Storthing requests a repeal of the act of 
union and a dissolution of the union or 
if such request is received from Norway 
after the Norwegian people by a plebis- 
cite have declared in favor of a dissolu- 
tion of the union. 


The cabinet has resigned. 
The committee recommends that in the 


event of a dissolution of the union Swe- 
den should insist on the following terms: 


First, the establishment of a zone on 


each side of the frontier separating the 
kingdoms within which the existing for- 
tifications shall be razed and new fortifi- 
cations may not be erected. 


Second, the right of pasturing reindeer 


belonging 
to 
Swedish Laplanders in 


North Norway. 


Third, that the transit trade through 


both countries shall be secured against 
unjustifiable obstruction. 


Fourth, that the status of Sweden in 


respect to foreign powers ns established 
by treaty shall be clearly defined so that 
Sweden shn.ll be completely freed from 
responsibility for Norway to other states. 


The committee also regards an arbitra- 


tion convention between Sweden and 
Norway as desirable although it 
does 


not consider it an essential condition for 
the dissolution of the union. 


The committee further proposes to au- 


thorize the government to raise- a loan of 
$25,000,000 which can by a resolution of 
the Riksdag be held available for such re- 
adjustments and arrangements as may 
be necessitated by the new conditions. 


Regarding eventual negotiations with 


Norway the committee declares that: 
"Whatever may be demanded for the wel- 
fare and'dipnity of Sweden as a condition 
of the repeal of the act of union on the 
part of Sweden and of the recognition of 
Norway must be. claimed and adhered to 
•with rigor and determination."

There is no longer mystery over the 


disappearance of Henry Miller, a retired 
more-hunt of Burlington, from his home 
in that city on July 20. James Shields, 
a sailor, discovered the body of the miss- 
ing man floating in the hike south of tho 
hfirlior piers, directly opposite the light 
house, shortly after -1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Members of the llacine life 
saving crew were notified and they went 
out, secured the body nnd towed it to 
the station where it was pulled on the 
slide. When first recovered no ono knew 
who it WU.B, but it was instantly identi- 
li-d as Mr. Miller whim brought in. With- 
out delay members of the family at Bur- 
lington were phoned and Herman Miller, 
a son, win is in the hardware business

iigency, Chicago, has been searching for 
the old man, came here and the son al- 
most collapsed fheii he looked upon the

Coroner Moylc took chnrge of 
the remains and it was taken to the un- 
dertaking parlors of the Thronson Furn- 
iture company. The holding of an in- 
quest was postponed until today. 


MURDER SUSPECTED. 


Henry Miller left his Burlington home 


for llacine on July 20, having $(j in his 


made an examination of the body, for 
the reason that when pulled from the 
water blood flowed from a wound in the 
back of the head and there were bruises 
on the head and face. The physician 
gave as his opinion that Mr. Miller came 
to his death by drowning and tho-t the 
wounds were not of such a character as 
to indicate murder and that they could 
have been produced by coming in con- 
tact with stones on the bottom o£ the 
lake or piles ol the pier. Chief of Po- 
lice Pfistev also made an investigation 
and scoffed at the murder theory, stat- 
ing that Mr. Miller was deranged, and 
that he most likely walked to the south 
harbor pier from tlie depot and either 
fell or jumped into the water. 


DREW FROM BANK $3,000. 


Later the mystery deepened when it 


was ascertained that Mr. Miller drew 
$3,000 
from the. Meinhardt bank on 


Thursday morning, stating that ho was 
going to buy renl estate in the city. The 
theory is that the alleged stranger then 
took him to a point near Sun Prairie, 
got his money and gave him a tin box 
supposed to contain deeds for the prop- 
erty. At any rate the old man wns left 
standing on the. voadside and the strang- 
er is supposed to have driven away. Lat- 
er Mr. Miller appeared with the tin box 
at the hardware store of Sengbush. It 
was unlocked, but not opened there and 
he went away with it. Of this transac- 
tion he did not say anything to his 
daughter, but on Friday lie wns nnxious 
to visit Racine and left on the train. His 
friends are confident the money wns tak- 
en from iiim bofore he left Burlington 
nnd that he had only $6 when he arriv- 
ed hfirR. 


AX OLD RESIDENT. 


Mr. Miller was born in Germany and 


hnd he lit-ed until next month would 
have been 71 years old., Over fifty years 
ago ho locntod at Burlington and follow- 
ed the business of merchant many years. 
When the gold fever broke out in Cali- 
fornia in the OOs Mr. Miller made two 
trips to the Golden state and about nine 
years ago retired from business. 
After 


thnt he turned over his property to his 
children and they were to take care of 
him and his wife as. long as they lived. 
There wns not 
a, better known, more 


honest and prominent man in Burling- 
ton. Everybody was his friend and he 
had no known enemies. There survives 


pocket. His daughter knew he was com- 
ing and the intention of the old gentle- 
man was to return in the evening. Fail- 
ing to arrive home, unusual, as he was 
not 
in the habit of staying away, 


his daughter knowing that his mind had 
been impaired for a long time, became 
alarmed. She thought perhaps he had 
gone to Fox Lake to visit his son, Her- 
man, but when she inquired found that 
this was not correct. The son hurried 
to Burlington and on Sunday evening he 
came to this city and made inquiries and 
at the same time told the police depart- 
ment a story that indicated bis father 
was enticed away from home and he 
feared that something had happened, for 
the last place his father was seen was 
at the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
depot, and he did not take the train 
west, at least the conductor of the west 
bound train did not recollect seeing him. 


MET A STRANGER. 


The son said that on Thursday morn- 


ing his father hud met a stranger in 
Burlington who represented himself ?.? 
George X. Pratt of Kacine; that this 
stranger asked his father to go out ih 
the country and show him lauds and that 
he did so. lie had reason to believe 
that the stranger had induced his father 
to come to liaoine. Upon investigating 
he ascertained that George N. Fratt had 
not been at Burlington and had not seen 
his father and furthermore that the al- 
leged stranger was not seen with his 
father at all, except when they met in 
Burlington. The missing man was trac- 
ed to the Droxel hotel, where he regis- 
tered and asked to lie down and sleey 
for a while, with the request that ho be 
called, that he wanted to go to Bcloit or 
Janesville. He paid his bill at the hotel 
and left late in the afternoon and after 
that someone saw him walking upon the 
platform of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railway depot. 


SOX VERY ANXIOUS. 


So anxious was the son about his fath- 


er that he returned to Burlington and 
engaged Detective O'Brien to work on 
tho case, but the detective could find no 
clue to the alleged stronger who met the 
old man at Burlington, and it looked as 
if this was simply a myth and such it 
seems to have been, as it developed that 
Mr. Miller was demented and not respon- 
sible for what lie said or did at times, 
and it led to the theory that ho might 
hare told the story about meeting Mr. 
Fratt himself. 


TOLD HIS DAUGHTER. 


After the body was found yesterday 


Coroner Hoyle had the daughter called 
up by phone anil asked her to come in 
and testify. The daughter 
answered 


that she did not think there was any use 
of her coming. When questioned about 
tho stranger she said that she had seen 
her father at a distance talking to a man 
about 30 years old, 5 feet 4 inches tall 
and apparently well dressed. She asked 
her father who it was «iid he aaid young 
Fratt from Racine and that he had 
shown him some land. Then he express- 
ed a. desire to visit Racine and had $7. 
Of this he threw $1 down and said that 
36 would be sufficient, and lie left for the 
depot and ciuue to this city on tin- morn- 
ing train. This led to the belief that he 
had come in with the stranger, but there 
is not the. slightest evidence to show 
that a stranger WHS ever with Mr. Mil- 
ler on his trip in, while he was here or 
up to the time he was seen at tho depot. 


him a wife, three sons and three daugh- 
ters, all grown. 


GOT BOGUS MORTGAGE. 


A later story from Burlington clears 


up the mystery considerably. Mr. Mil- 
ler got $3,000 from the Meinhnrdt bank 
on his personal note. He met the young 
stranger, supposed to be Mr. Fratt, hav- 
ing made a deal to give the stranger $3,- 
000 for $10,000 or $12,000 mortgages on 
farm lands. He is supposed to have 
handed over the, $3,000 and received a 
tin box with bogus papers therein. An 
arrangement 
was made whereby 
the 


stranger was to meet Mr. Miller at the 
depot the next morning and they were 
to visit llacine together and complete 
the deal. Mr. Miller was at the depot 
with his box anil papers, but of course 
the stranger and swindler did not put 
in an appearance and the old gentleman 
came on to Racine alone, but was not 
able to locate the stranger. 


BECAME DOWN HEARTED. 


It is supposed thai, in his weak mental 


condition that he became worse when 
lie realized that he hnd been duped and 
that ho wandered to the piers and either 
fell olT into tho water, or committed sui- 
cide on account of his troubles. The. tin 
box and .papers have not been located. 
They were not loft at the hotel Drexel 
and he did not have them there so far as 
known. 


THE INQUEST. 


The inquest was held at the court- 


house at 10 o'clok this morning and the 
most important testimony 
given was 


that of Attorney William W. Storms, 
which tended to show that the old gen- 
tleman had been the victim of a bunco 
game, in which he was swindled out of 
$3,000. Mr. Storms, who formerly lived 
in Burlington, was a friend of Miller's 
and had known him the greater part of 
his life. Ho met Miller Friday noon on 
Main street and talked with him for a 
short time, and at the conclusion of the 
conversation the Burlington 
man half 


made an appointment to see Mr. Storms 
that afternoon, but failed to show up. 
That was the last ho saw of Miller. This 
morning Mr. Storms called up 
Albert 


Meinhardt, cashier of the bank at Bur- 
lington, and learned that Miller had bor- 
rowed $3,000 from the, institution last 
Thursday, saying that he had a real es- 
tate deal on and would in all probability 
return the money in the afternoon. Mil- 
Ur secured the currency on his personal 
note, which was regarded as good as 
gold. 


Mr. Storms (further testified that sev- 


eral people in Burlington had seen Mil- 
ler with a strange man in the town on 
Thursday, but thought nothing of it at 
the time. 


Dr. Brehm, who examined the body of 


Miller, testified that he found only skin 
bruises on the. man's head and that no 
bones were broken. He said that the 
bruises could easily have been caused 
by the. contact, with the docks or piors 
as the waves washed the body about. The 
face and hands were peeled by the ac- 
tion of the water. 


Frank Hand, proprietor of the Drexel 


Hotel, testified that Miller had come to 
his house at about 11 o'clock Friday 
night, complained of not feeling well, 
and asked for a room, which was given 
him. 
He left a 5 o'clock all, but when 


Mr. Hand went to arouse him in the 
morning, tlie bud was empty and indi- 


I cated that Miller had slept without rn- 


left shortly after 4 o'clock. The only 
money that Mr. Hand knew Miller to 
have was a handful of silver. When Herm 
Miller, a son of'the deceased, called at 
the'hostelry with a photograph, Hand 
recognized the'man'as the one who had 
stayed at his place and ;thc son identi- 
6ed his father's handwriting on the ho- 
tel register. 


Peter Larsen, a member of the'local 


U. S. Life Saving crew, who resides at 
1117 Michigan street, was the next wit- 
ness called, and told of the finding of 
the body in the lake south of the har- 
bor piers and east of the lighthouse yes- 
terday -afternoon.

on or about July 21, ]005, the cause of 
which is unknown to this jury. 


Herman Miller, the son of Henry Mil- 


ler, who was in the city today, did not 
give any testimony, owing to his ex-. 
treme grief over his 
father's violent 


death, but was seen nt the Hotel Ra- 
cine shortly before noon, by a Journal 
reporter and said thnt although he knew 
not much of his fathers money transac- 
tions, owing to his own business affairs, 
he was of the opinion that his father, 
in deep thought nftcr learning of his loss, 
wandered out onto the, harbor pier nnd 
accidentally stumbled and fell into the 
lake.

WHAT FREIBURG DOES. 


American Industries: 
Details of mu- 


nicipal ownership in a German city of 
about the size of Lynn, Mass., called 
Freiburg, have been published. The city 
some years ago took it into its head that 
it 
would own itself, and once having 


grasped the idea, it proceeded to do so. 
It began to take over one business after 
another, until today the following busi- 
nesses are managed by the city govern- 
ment: 


1. Four hundred cottages, each with 


a little garden. Over $370,000 hns been 
spent by the city to give the poorer cit- 
izens better homes. 


2. Electric street cars. The fare to 


any part of the city is 2'/2 cents. 


3. Fifty advertising boards. All out- 


door 
advertising is controlled by the 


city. The rate is 10 cents a day per 
square foot. 


4. The city owns all the pawnshops 


and charges a low rate of interest. 
It 


does not try to make any profit, but 
runs the pawnshops at cost. 


5. Savings bank. The city owns the 


only savings bank in Freiburg. It has 
over $5,000,000 in deposits. If a spell of 
hard times comes, the savings bonk helps 
business by lending money 
at 
cheap 


rates. 


6. TBieater. The principal theater in 


Freiburg is owned by the city. The citi- 
zens regard the theater as part of their 
educational system. It is used to in- 
struct as well as to amuse. 


7. Restaurant. There are public res- 


tauraots in Freiburg which serve break- 
fasts and suppers for 5 cents and dinners 
for 6Vi cents. If you wish, you can get 
a good cup of coffee and two thick slices 
of bread for 2% cents. 


8. Burial of the dead. The city has 


taken over the undertaking business so 
that poor people, will not be overcharg- 
ed. The cost of a funeral in Freiburg 
TUBS from $5 to $32. 


9. Farms and forests. The city has 


bought large tracts of land near the city, 
so that work may be given to any work- 
men who need open-air jobs for their 
health. 


10. Correct time. A $5,000 electric 


clock has been placed in. the city hall. 
This clock connects with eighty-five oth- 
er clocks in different parts of the city 
and keeps them all in harmony. 


11. Electric light. The city aunvftc- 


tures all its own electricity, both lor 
light and power. 


12. Architects. Freiburg pays a tal- 


ary to the best architect in the city. so 
that all public buildings shall be har- 
moniously planned.

circumstances set forth in the complaint, 
the ln.borers -engaged in. these and other 
employments within said city in large 
numbers organized themselves into var- 
ious labor unions, so-called, for various 
purposes, aad for the purposes set forth. 


UNLAWFUL PURPOSES. 


Continuing, the complaint further al- 


leges that after so organizing, and on or 
about the year 1804, the persons com- 
prising such various local labor unions, 
being desirous of having some constitut- 
ed 
and 
authorized 
general agency 


through which the difficulties with em- 
ployers and with business men engaging 
labor in said city of Racine might be ad- 
justed and a settlement of al! such dif- 
ferences compelled, conceived of the idea 
of organizing and establishing a central 
agency and representative body, to which 
thay gave the name of Racine Trades & 
Labor Council; that the principal pur- 
pose of the individuals comprising said 
several local labor unions in giving ef- 
fect to the object and idea of the crea- 
tion of said central agency, was to com- 
pel by unlawful means and by force, a-nd 
by the practice known and described as 
the "boycott," and by nncl through un- 
lawful interference with the business and 
property and personal rights of any in- 
dividual, firm or corporation with whom 
any local labor union or tho members 
thereof might have any differences as to 
required output, hours of labor, w.nges 
to be paid, apprentices to be employed, 
the use on manufactured goods of what 
is hereinafter termed the "Union Label," 
or otherwise to yield up and surrender 
to suah individuals so in combination 


or produced, a stamp or label, to which 
was given the name or 
designation 


"Union Label," and further determined 
that in the event that any business man 
or employer of labor should refuse to 
accede to said request and demand that 
he, purchase and apply said stamp or 
label, that thereafter the combined- ef- 
forts of all of the persons so associated, 
acting together, lor greater 
efficiency, 


through said central agency, to-wit, Ra- 
cine Trades & Labor Council, should be 
wrongfully and unlawfully employed in 
so interfering with, harrassing and an- 
noying any such person, firm or corpora- 
tion refusing, as to compel such offend- 
ing employer against the will to yield, 
and to purchase and attach such desig- 
nating stamp or label. 


The complaint then dwells at length 


upon how the unions and Trades & La- 
bor Council to further provide for the 
accomplishment of unlawful aims, etc., 
attempted to force the union label upon 
business men and that when business 
men refused 'to comply with these de- 
mands they were placed upon the unfair 
list, publicly written and posted on a 
bulletin board in the hall of the labor 
unions and Trades & Labor Council, and 
that it was kept there until business men 
acceded to their demands. That the ob- 
ject in posting these men as unfair was 
to degrade him in the minds of the indi- 
viduals so associated, and enlist their 
efforts in interfering with the trade and 
in doing injury to the business of such 
employer, in other words to ruin his 
business. It goes on to relate how com-1 
mittees were appointed to injure the bus- 
iness of any business man who did not 
comply to demands. All of theee things 
applied.to 0. B. Schujz. At great length 
the methods used again* Mr, Schulz by 
the defendants are gone over in the com- 
plaint and whtoh are familiar to the pub- 
lic, and it is alleged that there are 3,000 
persons affiliated with the organizations 
in bringing about these boycotts and in- 
jury to business, 


DEMANDS 825,000 DAMAGES. 


In conclusion the complaint says: 
"That prior to the acts of the defend- 


ants herein complained of, plaintiff en- 
joyed a large and widely distributed 


said defendants, and all persons acting 
with them or for them, or under thei' 
direction or authority under the names 
and styles hereiifrbfsfc-re set forth, or oth 
eroise, »nd their, and each-, of their 
agents, servants nmj employes, how 
soever named or appointed, be tern 
porarily and permanently restrained an< 
enjoined from in any manner intcrfer 
ing with the business or property or 
rights in property, of this plaintiff, and 
particularly from in any manner inter 
fering with his business as wholesale anc 
retail baker and confectioner at 
saic 


city of Bacine, or elsewhere, either 
through the publication of his name in 
"Unfair Lists" or on boycott circulars 
or otherwise^ or through any communi 
cation oral or jn writing, made to any 
person engaged in business with him for 
the unlawful purposes hereinbefore set 
forth. 


3. For a mandatory injunction com- 


manding and requiring the said defend- 
ants acting under the name and style of 
Racine Trades & Labor Council, or other- 
wise, to remove and erase the name of 
this plaintiff from any unfair lists or 
other lists in any manner published by 
said defendants at the* rooms and halls 
occupied by them at said city of Racine, 
or elsewhere, for the unlawiul purposes 
hereinbefore set forth, and for a judg- 
ment and order restraining said defend- 
ants or any one acting for them, or with 
them in any capacity, from so printing, 
writing or publishing plaintiff's name in 
the future. 
4. For such other or furthor order, 
judgment of relief as may be equitable. 


and to those comprising said labor organ- 
izations, the personal and property 
rights belonging to said employers, and 
to forego their rights, privileges and im- 
munities in the management of their 
business and the Use and enjoyment of 
their property belonging to them as cit- 
izens of said state and of tho United 
States of America. 


ADOPTED BY-LAWS. 


That in keeping with such design, plan 


and purpose, the said Trades & Labor 
Council adopted a constitution and by- 
laws, which is made a part of the com- 
plaint, its objects, among other things, 
being the selection of boycott- commit- 
tees, and otherwise, for interference with 
and the harrassing of employers and 
business men within the city of Racino 
who would not accede to the demands of 
individuals comprising the local unions 
and the Trades & Labor Council. 


That the objects and purposes of the 


individuals comprising said local labor 
unions and sand central agency, to-wit, 
Racino Trades & Labor Council, in so 
far as they in any manner interfered 
with or were intended to interfere with 
the plaintiff herein, or his rights or busi- 
ness, constituted and were the results of 
an unlawful organization and of a crimi- 
nal conspirncy, and were and are in all 
things contrary to good morals, public 
policy and to tho law of the land. 


MUST HAVE LABEL. 


That in order to give greater 
effect 


and broader significance -to their unlaw- 
ful pnrposes in respect to dictating to 
business men and employers within the 
city of Racino tho course which they 
should pursue in the matter of employ- 
ing labor and in carrying on business, the 
individuals comprising said local labor 
unions and said central agency, to-wit, 
Racine Trades & Labor Council, demand- 
ed that all such employers engaged in 
the manufacture of any article or ne- 
cessity should purchase from said central 
agency, to-wit, said Racine Trades & La- 
bor Council, and should fasten or attach 
to each separate article manufactured. 


trade with dealers in groceries and pro- 
visions, and with the keepers of saloons, 
hotels, eating houses, and other business 
places where bakers' and confectioners' 
goods were either used or kept for sale 
at tho city of Racine; that all of these 
facts were well known to the defendants, 
and to those who were acting with them; 
that for the purpose of depriving the 
plaintiff of his business along these var- 
ious lines, and for the purpose of either 
compelling him to accede to the demands 
made as aforesaid, or to suffer the en- 
tire loss of his business and property, 
the said defendants through those of 
their number then acting under the 
name and style of Racine Trades & La- 
bor Council, caused committees to be ap- 
pointed, who were directed to visit the 
individuals, firms and corporations doing 
business with this plaintiff, and to in- 
duce, persuade and compel all said to 
withdraw their trade and patronage from 
this plaintiff, to the end that said un- 
lawful objects and purposes might he ac- 
complished; that in pursuance of such 
plan and purpose, committees were ap- 
pointed by said individual defendants 
acting under the name and style of Ra- 
cine Trades & Labor Council, which com- 
mittees visited the persons, firms and 
corporations so engaged in business with 
the plaintiflf, and by threats and other- 
wise induced, persuaded and compelled 
said patrons to withdraw their patron-, 
age from this plaintiff; that said defend- 
jmts, and others, acting with them, have 
persisted in such malicious, unlawful and 
wrongful course in respect to the plain- 
tiff's business with such result that large 
numbers of his patrons have withdrawn 
their patronage from him, and his busi- 
ness has been greatly interfered with, 
and he has been deprived of his profits 
therein, and has been put to great loss, 
labor and expense as a result of such un- 
lawful conspiracy and conduct, all of 
which said defendants continue to do, 
and intend to persist in through Hie fu- 
ture, because of all of which plaintiff 
has sustained, and is sustaining, irrepar- 
able injury and damage, for which he is 
without full and adequate remedy at 
law. 


"That with like wrongful and unlaw- 


ful purpose, and in furtherance of said 
common design and conspiracy, the de- 
fendants have maliciously and wrong- 
fully caused circulnrs, letters, resolutions 
and other written and printed matter re- 
flecting upon and attacking the plaintiff 
and his business to be widely circuloted 
throughout the city of Racine, tn the 
end that he might be deprived of his 
trade and thereby suffer suoh loss in his 
business as would induce him and compel 
him, against his will, to accede to the 
demands as aforesaid, and that because 
of such acts on the part of the defend- 
ants he has been deprived of a large por- 
tion of his business, and of bis profits 
therein, and has been put to great loss, 
labor,, trouble and expense, to all,, of 
which they fully intend to subject him 
in the future, resulting in his great and 
irreparable injury, loss and damage for 
which he is without full and adequate 
remedy at law.

abandoned wife of Reuben M. Hoyt, of 
New York city, a millionaire manufac- 
turer of perfumes, Judge J. F. Bunn, a 
lawyer ol this city, by the verdict of 
the jury in the Hoyt will case, just de- 
cided In the courts here, has come into 
the possession of an estate valued at 
(200,000. Except as the affianced hus- 
band, Judge Bunn was in no wise related 
to Mrs. Hoyt, whose death occurred two 
years ago at her beautiful suburban 


by all the luxuries that wealth could 
bring. Her home, "The Maples," was 
palatial in all Its equipments, one of the 
most valuable suburban residences In 
Tiffin, and she had a retinue of servants 
to do her bidding. Yet with all her 
wealth she failed to get into society In 
Tiffin because of her dissipated habits. 
Her death was due to alcoholism. 


The maiden name of Mrs. Hoyt was 


Charlotte GUBS. Her father was a poor 
tenant .farmer living near this city.

He lavished 
on his young wife all the pleasures and 
advantages that love and wealth could 
bring, with her, he made several trips 
abroad, and at Paris she was educated 
In the French language and pursued 
other studies, becoming, In fact, a high- 
ly cultured woman.

she met Reuben M. Hoyt, of New York, 
»,healthy young manufacturer pj per-, 


fumerte*. He became Infatuated Trim 
ker beauty *o4, clandestinely, ti»y were 
much together. Young Hoyt «oon won 
from Stattbelmw the affections of the 
wife up^a whom he had lavished so 
much wealth. Scandal followed the 
result of their love for each other, *nd 
it ended In Stetthelmer securing a di- 
vorce, be settling upon his divorced 
wife a rich alimony. In New York, on 
November 30, 1891, she was married to 
Hoyt His wedding gift was the tltl« 
in fee simple to a large part of his land- 
ed estate of millions. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt lived together for 


eight years, but a blight came upon 
their happiness, and disgrace to him, 
when his wife's love for Intoxicating 
liquors and drug* became so strong that 
It made her a slave to them. He then, 
left her and sued for divorce, alleging 
Infidelity. In the parting he settled on 
her a mansion home in New York and 
stocks, bonds and money, her posses- 
sions at that time, it Is said, being over 
1200,000. 


In the fall of 1901, abandoned by her 


hutvband, Mrs. Hoyt came to Tiffin and 
purchased the Maples, worth |50,000, 
for her home, in. the most aristocratic 
suburban part of the city. On. it sue 
placed many Improvements and gath- 
ered around her many servants. Her 
stables contained a ?2,000 team of 
horses. One of her manias was her lovo 
for cats and dogs. She had many of 
them, one of the witnesses In the con- 
tested will case saying: "There was a 
cat up every tree on the premises." Her 
dogs were allowed to eat at the tabla 
with her, and If any of them got^sick, 
a regularly licensed physician was sum- 
moned to attend it. In one instance she 
summoned a specialist from New York 
to attend to a favorite poodle. The dog 
died and the doctor got a $500 fee and 
Jls expenses. It was burled in the burial 
lot at The Maples and the grave waa 
ever kept green. 


In her girlhood days, as Catherine 


Guss, she had a slight acquaintance 
with Judge Bunn, then a young lawyer, 
now 50 years of age and a widower. This 
acquaintance led her to employ him as 
ler legal adviser in the management 
of her affairs and the divorce proceed- 
ngs with h«r husband, yet pending In 
the courts. Their renewed acquaintance 
rapidly ripened Into love, and Uvey were 
engaged to be married as soon 43 the 
divorce from her husband, Reubeft it 
Hoyt, was granted tn the courts. They 
were constantly together, and, with her, 
le took several trips from Tiffin to New 
York to attend to her property affairs, 
nd, as her affianced 
husband, she 


urned over to him much of her personal 
property, consisting of stocks, bonds, 
etc., and also made a will bequeathing 
him almost her «ntlre estate, only small 
legacies being 3eft to her sister, Mrs. 
Hill, and her stepbrothers, Frank and 
Rufus Guss. 


During the winter of 1903 Mrs. Hoyt 


was taken seriously ill with pneumonia 
and her death soon followed. Imme- 
diately after Judge Bunn had the will 
probated, the sister and the stepbreth- 
ers brought proceedings to have it set 
aside, alleging undue Influence and the 
mental inability of the testatrix to make 
a will. Many important depositions 
were to be taken In different parts of 
the country, and for this and other rea- 
sons the trial of the case did not tak« 
place until last June. The verdict of 
the jury was rendered about the middl* 
of July. 


The reasons of Mrs. Hoyt. as showm 


in. the evidence, for practically disin- 
heriting her sister and stepbrothers and 
other relatives were that until she cams 
into possession of her wealth they had 
not been on friendly terms. In girl- 
hood, the sister, Mrs. Hill, and the 
brothers had opposed her In a love 
match. This led to a bitter estratge- 
aent, and the angered girl left home. 
When wealth came to her, however, Mrs. 
Hoyt1* bitterness of the years before 
lessened and she often 
remembered 


them with expensive gifts and largesums 
of money, but blood relationship with 
her was not stronger than the love for 
her lover, and she left him almost her 
entire estate. 


Since the death of Mrs. Hoyt Judge 


Bunn has made "The Maples" his home. 
It is but one of the handsome pieces of 
property of which he becomes the pos- 
sessor. As legatee he also owns a bro wa 
stone mansion on Eighty-eighth street, 
New York, worth $50,000, a residence at 
Youkers, N. Y.. valued at $60,000 and 
property elsewhere. He Is of the mould 
to care for and enjoy his added wealth, 
He has been a great traveler and is cul- 
tured. He has been twice through Eu- 
rope. All of his life since boyhood has 
been spent at Tiffin. He Is a good law- 
yer with a good practice, and, while not 
wealthy beforf, has always been "well 
fixed." His title as "Judge" came to him 
by reason of having served four years 
W probate judge of this county. He is 
prominent In politics, and, because of 
his pleasant social ways, has always 
been popular.

which she begun her career by becom- 
ing a teacher. She migrated early to 
Wyoming, where she was soon made 
county school superintendent because 
of her splendid organizing faculty as 
well as her educational qualifications.

also 
tho 
Invaluable 


quality of getting on harmoniously 
with people. Again she was dauntless 
und untiring. After serving for awhiln 
as head executive of u county school 
system she was made state education- 
al superintendent of Wyoming. Then 
it became necessary for her to make 
long journeys by wagon, on horseback 
and often afoot, through all kinds of 
weather, many a time through the un- 
broken wilderness. 
She slept now in

congratulated as Julia Richman. We 
might consistently extend felicitations 
to the city fathers and mothers." 


Miss Rlchman is a woman who has 


the natural mother heart. All children 
are her children, and she began work 
for those whom she could reach.

founded many social clubs among the 


Look 'Ahead.

There is no pres- 
ent intention to move the garrison. Dr.

Italian societies are taking a hand 


with priests of their nationality, with a 
view to aiding the authorities. The on!y 
serious alarm here has been among the 
Italians. Many of them living in the 
French market section were ignorant and 
superstitious and when the fever began 
to ripen, they became frightened and 
those now down with it fl.cd to friends in 
other sections of the city and to the sur- 
rounding country. That is why the foci 
has 
been distributed. There 
is still 


alarm among them and the Italian socie- 
ties and priests will try 
to 
reassure 


them, interest them in sanitation and 
pledge them to promptly report cases of 
illness among them. Several 
cases of 


concealed fever have been reported by 
the societies. Formerly in yellow fever 
epidemics hero, houses containing cases 
have been fla.gged. It is not yet decid- 
ed to (lug cases this year. Arbitrary re- 
strictions against attendance at funerals 
have also been manifested in the belief 
that only the mosquito can transit the 
disease.

James Gibbons who is spending the sum- 
mer at Southampton, Long Island, gave 
an interview yesterday on the subject of 
corruption in business and public life, 
which he declares, must bo cured by pub- 
licity through the press. 
"Corporation 


eomiption is a fixed evil that we must 
reckon with just as long as the present 
condition of society exists in this coun- 
try," 
said 
the 
cardinal. "Whenever 


there is an amalgamation of great cap- 
ital or a large collection of men inter- 
ested in one money making concern, 
there is sure to be corruption. It is not 
a new story. It is a story as old as the 
world's history. The only reason that 
it comes so much to the fore at present 
is that the methods of its detection are- 
daily growing stronger. 
, "Corruption has always existed and I 
am much afraid will exist as long as hu- 
man nature yields to the attributes that 
lead to temptation. 


"The bright spot is the fact that the 


degradation is made known. Corrup- 
tion cannot exist nowadays without be- 
ing 
discovered after 
a 
while. The 


greater the evil the greater the possibil- 
ity of remedy. And that possibility of 
remedy has now become such an assured 
fact that it counterbalances, almost, the 
evil which the present condition of mon- 
ey madness creates. 


"The fear, the dread of exposure is the 


counterbalancing clement and that fear, 
that dread, that horror of having a 
name once respected dragged down is due 
to the efforts of the metropolitan press. 


"It may not be good theology, it may 


not be good ethics, but it was certainly 
very good common sense, and a very 
good moral element that the fear, the 
dread of exposure in the public press 
keeps many a man sticking close to the 
path of rectitude who otherwise would 
stray off into the byways of personal 
graft. 


"There is nothing," the cardinal con- 


tinued, "which a. man prizes more thxin 
his reputation, and the only way to ef- 
fectually upset a man's reputation is to 
expose him in the 
public press. The 


power of the press is incalculable. Some- 
times it happens that the defect is shown 
in an exaggerated form, but, as n. rule 
the public exposures of public men are 
public benefactions. 


"The shattering of idols, popular idols, 


has of late become a thing of almost 
daily occurrence. It is a sad thing to 
contemplate, but it is an inevitable con- 
dition. 


"The great trouble maker to this 


country is money. Americans are not 
misers, thank God. Otherwise we would 
be in a most deplorable condition. When 
great fortunes are made, they are almost 
as rapidly expended, and the constant 
circulation of money, the keeping going 
of these great accumulations of wealth, 
is one of the hopeful signs of the future. 


"In the United States it is not the 


love of money. It is money itself that 
is the root of all evil. The fsct of pos- 
sessing money and having the opportun- 
ity to spend it brings with it untold in- 
clinations towards unmoral and unlaw- 
ful extravagance."
